Three projects in rural develop¬ 
ment in Morgan county have been 
selected for immediate action by 
sub-committees of the Morgan 
County Rural Development com¬ 
mittee, and a fourth will be se¬ 
lected this week. 

The agricultural committee de¬ 
cided action is needed immedi¬ 
ately to secure a supplemental 
appropriation from the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for APC 
practices in the county. The APC 
section of the Agricultural Stabil¬ 
ization and Conservation program 
assists farmers in several farm 
practices like establishing perma¬ 
nent nastures, building stock 
ponds, drilling stock wells, til¬ 
ing wet ground, etc. Morgan re¬ 
ceived $47,000 for this cost-shar¬ 
ing program this year but this 
was not enough to cover half of 
the applications. 

Some other counties in the 
Northeastern Kentucky Rural De¬ 
velopment area have made simi¬ 
lar requests. 

The agricultural committee is 
headed by Glenn Lacy, chairman. 

The educational committee said 
its first project will be to estab¬ 
lish vocational training classes 
for out-of-school youth and adults 
in Morgan county. Elmer Ander¬ 
son. chairman of the committee, 
said application for such classes 
would be mailed this week to the 
Vocational Education Division of 
the State Department of Educa¬ 
tion. 

Two classes that can be started 
within a few weeks are welding 
and machine shop practice. The 
equipment and housing already 
are available in the vocational 
shop at West Liberty. Teachers, 
too, are available. 

Many Morgan people go to 
Ohio to take industrial jobs. With¬ 
out trainin" they get laborers’ 
pay. If they learn some craft, 
they could get craftsmen’s pay. 
The vocational classe taught lo¬ 
cally will provide this training 
to Morgan trainees free except 
for materials used. Classes in 
other vocations also may be or¬ 
ganized here. Nearby vocational 
schools can supply needed in¬ 
structors for the project.

Soil Conservation 
District News

Glen Oldfield, Mize and Berlyn 
Brown, work unit conservationist. 
West Liberty, attended a water¬ 
way construction demonstration 
in Rowan County Wednesday of 
this week. Contractors and SCS 
personnel from the 14 county 
Ashland area were also present 
at the demonstration. The group 
toured the farm of Robert Bis¬ 
hop where we saw terraces, ponds, 
ladino and fescue pastures and 
shaped and established waterways. 
The group was impressed with 
the way the knee-deep tescue 
was controlling erosion in the 
shaped waterways. 

During the demonstration the 
group saw an unsightly, mean¬ 
dering stream with steep bank 
shaped and widened to a flat bot¬ 
tom width of 18 feet ready for 
seeding, fertilizing and mulching 
The farmer will now be able to 
cross it anywhere with machinery 
or even his automobile and to use 
the entire warterway for either 
pasture or hay. Before shaping 
he was loosing a 10 foot to 15 foot 
wide strip, that he could not cross, 
to weeds and brush. Farmers 
should take advantage of the 
technical and financial assistance 
available through the SCS and 
ACP to get these troublesome 
waterways “fixed-up” on their 
farms.
